Commandos 
storm plane; 
free hostages

CAIRO (UPI) — Arab gunmen today 
hijacked an Egyptian jetliner carrying 
101 persons, most of them tourists, and 
threatened to blow it up if their demands 
were not met. Egyptian army com­ 
mandos stormed the plane at Luxor air­ 
port, freed the hostages and arrested the 
hijackers. 
A spokesman for the Egyptian Interior 
Ministry said none of the passengers or 
crew of the Egyptair Boeing 737 was 
hurt, and there was no material damage. 
The Middle East News Agency said the 
hijackers suffered various injuries in the 
attack. It said one of them was in serious 
condition and was taken to a hospital. 


The passengers included a number of 
Japanese, French and Arab tourists en 
route to Luxor to visit the Valley of the 
Kings and ancient temples in the area. 
He said the hijackers, reported to have 
been led by a Libyan, were being 
questioned by police. 


Authorities said the group of seven 
hijackers had threatenedd to blow up the 
plane unless five Arabs detained for plot­ 
ting to assassinate dissident Libyan and 
South Yemeni political leaders were 
freed. They also had demanded fuel so 
the plane could be flown to Libya, 
government and airline spokesmen said. 


A government spokesman said the 
jetliner had 101 persons aboard — 95 
passengers, including the hijackers, and 
a crew of six. He said the passengers 
consisted of 16 Arabs and 79 non-Arabs, 
mainly Japanese and French tourists oi 
their way to see the Valley of the Kings 
and the Kamak temple complex. 
Shortly before Egyptian forces 
stormed the plane the gunmen released 
an undisclosed numb«* of women and 
children as well as three elderly pas­ 
sengers. the Middle East news agency 
reported. 


An Interior Ministry spokesman said 
the plane was hijacked by seven Arabs 
whom the pilot identified as Libyan, 
Algerian and Palestinian. Their leader is 
a Libyan and they belong to a new 
guerrilla group named after the late 
President Gamal Abdel Nasser, the 
spokesman said. 
A party of Egyptian officials headed by 
Premier Mahmoud Salem and War 
Minister Gen. Mohammed Gamassy 
flew to Luxor, a winter resort 450 miles 


south of Cairo, for negotiations with the 
hijackers. 
An interior ministry spokesman said 
the gunmen demanded the release of: 
— Three Libyans sentenced last month 
to prison terms ranging from 5 to 15 
years for conspiring to assassinate Maj. 
Omar El-Meheishi, a dissident Libyan 
political leader who lives in Cairo. 
— A Palestinian and a South Yemeni 
who were detained earlier this month for 
making an abortive attempt on the life of 
Mohammed Ali H ait ham, a former 
Premier of South Yemen, who also lives 
in exile in Cairo. 
“ Authorities are studying the 
hijackers* demands and negotiations are 
continuing in order to reach a solution 
which would guarantee the safety of the 
passengers,’* the spokesman said. 
The plane had taken off from Cairo at 
7:15 a.m. (1:15 a.m. EDT). 
, 
The government spokesman said that 
“before it reached Luxor airport the 
pilot radioed that 
seven Libyans, 
Algerians and Palestinians were trying 
to hijack the plane and had asked him to 
change course to Libya.’’ 
He said the pilot told the hijackers he 
could not do so because he did not have 
enough fuel. The plane subsequently 
landed at Luxor airport, he added. 
Prem ier Mamdouh Salem, War 
Minister Gen. Mohammed Gamassy and 
top Egyptair officials flew to Luxor, a 
winter resort 450 miles south of Cairo, to 
oversee negotiations with the hijackers. 


Luxor is a renowned site of Pharaonic 
antiquities which include the Kamak 
temple complex and the necropolis 
known as Valley of the Kings. 


' It was the first hijacking of an Egyp­ 
tian airliner by Arab gunmen since 
Palestinian guerrillas resorted to 
skyjackings following the 1967 Middle 
East war. The hijacking came at a 
time when Libyan-Egyptian relations 
were near breaking point following a re­ 
cent wave of bomb explosions in Cairo 
and Alexandria which the government 
blamed on Libyan agents.

Seismologists said the aftershock hit 
the town of Cagayan De Oro, 480 myes 
south of Manila, with an intensity of four 
on the Rossi-Fore 1 scale of nine.

Lagunday said no new casualties were 
reported immediately.

An earthquake measuring 6.7 on the 
Richter Scale recked a mountainous 
region of north central China today, the 
National Earthquake Cent«* in Golden, 
Colo, reported. It said there was no word 
of damage and the area hit was not 
heavily populated. 
It was the third strong earthquake in 
China in less than a week and the second 
in two days. Last month a quake measur­ 
ing 8.2 on the Richter Scale hit northeast 
China and unofficial reports said scores 
of thousands may have died. 
Teamster pension prober 
quits; blames Labor Dept. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - James D. 
Hutchinson, who heads enforcement of 
the new federal pension law and an in­ 
vestigation of Teamsters union pension 
funds, resigned today in a memo in­ 
dicating his task had been impeded by 
the slow workings of the Labor Depart­ 
ment. 
Hutchinson, 32, announced he had 
resigned — effective Oct. 1 — because of 
“ both professional and personal 
considerations.” 
His resignation was submitted to 
Labor Secretary W J. Usery Aug. 12, 
prior to Usery’s departure for the 
Republican National Convention last 
week in Kansas City. The memo was 
released today. 
Usery said he accepted Hutchinson’s 
resignation “ with reluctance.” 
Hutchinson, who has administered the 
Employment Retirement Income, 
Security Act since it was enacted, in­ 
dicated in his memo that he was per­ 
turbed by his inability to pbtain organiza­ 
tional improvements within the depart­ 
ment. 


“ ...There is a pressing need for 
greater personal and organizational flex­ 
ibility and creativity if the federal 
government is to be an effective 
mechanism for carrying out in a 
reasonable period of time the purposes 
of complex new regulatory schemes af­ 
fecting major portions of our econo- 


Manila said the aftershock also rumbled 
through Zamboanga City, 70 miles 
further south, where 2,000 refugees from 
last Tuesday’s quake are housed. 
The official Philippine News Agency 
said the latest aftershock was the largest 
of six major tremors to follow the initial 
quake, which measured seven on the 
Rossi-Forel scale. 
The agency said the aftershock 
measured five in the industrial town of 
Iligan 40 miles southwest of Cagsyan De 
Oro, panicking residents and office 
workers. Drivers abandoned their vehi­ 
cles in the streets, snarling traffic. 
In a nationally televised cabinet 
meeting Sunday, President Ferdinand 
Marcos said the official death toll stood 
at 4,000 but “ there are still 4,000 mare 
missing and believed dead and this will 
probably bring the casualties closer to 
8,000, which is much more than we ex­ 
pected.” 


Property losses were put at $140 
million and an estimated 175,000 were

SEOUL, South Korea (UPI) - The 
United States and South Korea kept their 
troops on a high state of alert today 
despite North Korean President Kim II- 
sung’s message expressing regret for the 
slaying of two U.S officers by North 
Koreans. 
A government spokesman said South 
Korea agreed with the United States that 
the North Korean message of regret was 
unacceptable. 
Military officials said 42,000 U.S. 
troops In South Korea and the 600,000- 
man South Korean armed forces main­ 
tained increased alert status. 
“Our forces remain on an increased 
alert status,” said a spokesman for the 
American military command. Other 
than that, U.S. officials kept a security 
blackout of information on all U.S. 
military activities in and around Korea. 
. Officials declined to disclose the loca­ 
tion of a U.S. 7th Fleet task force con­ 
sisting of the aircraft carrier Midway, 
one guided-missile cruiser and four 
frigates which was reported to be 
somewhere in the Japan Sea off Korea. 
Protests continued in South Korea 
against the incident that occured last 
Wednesday and in which North Korean 
guards at the truce village of Pan- 
munjoin attacked American personnel 
with axes in a dispute over the trimming 
of a tree and killed two U.S. officers and 
injured four other Americans and five 
South Korean soldiers. 
The United States and South Korea 
rejected as unacceptable the message 
from Kim received Saturday when U.S. 
Navy Rear Adm. Mart P. Frudden and 
North Korean Army Maj. Gen. Han Ju- 
kyong met in a private session at Pan- 
munjom. They are senior delegates of 
the two sides to the Korean Military Ar­ 
mistice Commission. 
Kim’s message did not offer any 
apologies for the assault. It simply said, 
” ... It is regretful that an incident oc­ 
curred In the joint security area at 
Panmunjom this time. An effort must be 
made so that such incidents may not 
recur In the future. For this purpose both 
sides should make efforts.” 
It appeared to signify a certain 
backdown on the part of the North 
Korean leader who had never sent any 
message in his name to the United Na­ 
tions Command on any occasion. 
However, his message failed to satisfy 
either the United States or South Korea. 
“We don’t find tins message to be ac­ 
ceptable,” said a State Department 
spokesman in Washington. “There’s no 
acknowledgment of responsibility by the 
North Koreans for the deliberate 
premeditated murder of two UNC of­ 
ficers ” 
Protest rallies continued in Seoul and 
elsewhere condemning North Korea for 
the Panmunjom incident. About 1,500 
workers at a factory in a southern dis­ 
trict of Seoul held a meeting holding 
placards saying “a stick to a mad dog,” 
and “crush North Korean schemes for 
aggression.” 
Presidential Press Secretary Ron Nes- 
sen told reporters in Vail, Colo. Sunday 
that President Ford considered the 
North Korean statement unacceptable 
because it did not represent an apology.

Coastal bill faces

Other major bills before the 
legislature include one aimed at 
preserving 12 million acres of 
prime California farm land and 
a measure wiping out the 
state’s 59-year-old indetermi­ 
nate prison sentence law. 
A bill allowing terminally ill 
patients to order life-sustaining 
machines turned off also is 
among hundreds awaiting ac­ 
tion before the Aug. 31 con­ 
stitutional deadline for ad­ 
journment. 
When lawmakers begin a new 
two-year session in January, 
they will start with a clean sl­ 
ate. While many unresolved Is­ 
sues 
will 
remain, all bills 


will have to go through the en­ 
tire legislative committee 
process. 
Hie coastal bill (SB1277) by 
Sen. Je ro m e Sm ith , D- 
Saratoga, has been approved by 
the Assembly and is before the 
full Senate for a vote on concur­ 
rence in amendments. 
Smith fell short of the 21 
votes needed for passage Fri­ 
day and announced he would 
take up the bill, backed by Gov.

N ejedly’s bill, however, 
would allow a judge to sentence 
an armed robber to two, three 
or four-year prison term. A 
judge could add time to the 
sentence if violence сиг other 
factors such as previous convic­ 
tions entered the esse. 
The so-called “ n atural 
death” bill (AB3060) would 
allow terminally ill patients to 
sign s written document , 
rejecting the use of machines, 
auch as respirators, if their only 
purpose was to delay death. 
Under the measure by As­ 
semblyman Barry Keene, D- 
Eureka, the document must be 
witnessed by two persons not 
involved in the case and could 
be revoked at any time, orally 
or in writing. 
Before the Senate, the bill is 
strongly opposed by “ pro-life” 
groups which claim its passage 
would eventually lead to 
euthanasia.

Planners set to review 
Miguelito campus plans 


A development plan for the 
conversion of Miguelito School 
into a full-fledged Lompoc 
campus for Allan Hancock 
College will be reviewed by 
Lompoc Planning Commission 
tonight. 


The commission is expected 
to approve the plan on the 
recommendation of Community 
Development 
Department 
director Jack Lam. In a memo 
to the commission Lam said, 
“ Hancock College intends to 
move into the Miguelito School 
and use the facilities for a Lom­ 
poc campus. The property is 
located in a P-F Public 
Facilities zone which requires 
commission approval of a 
development plan. 
“ Became the site has already 
been used as an elementary 
school, no new buildings will be 


erected. Hancock intends to 
continue use of the existing 
buildings on the site for 
educational purposes and in­ 
tends to provide additional 
parking to facilitiate com­ 
munity college use. 
“Hie community college use 
is an allowable use in the P-F 
District and the development 
plan conforms to all the provi­ 
sions of the zoning ordinance in 
regard to layout and design.

The development of a Lom­

New parking regulation spelled out

If the Lompoc City Council 
approves — ss It is expected to 
— an ordinance amending the 
city’s zoning regulations with 
relation to offstreet parking 
requirements, fewer parking 
spaces will be required for 
specialized uses of some 
properties in the community. 
The ordinance was given 
first-reading approval at its in­ 
troduction last week ami will 
come up for final adoption at 
the council’s meeting of 
September 7. 
The zoning ordinance now 
lists outdoor nurseries in the 
category of open air sales. This 
would require offstreet parking 
space for every 1,000 square 
feet of site area. 
“Such a parking requirement, 
however, bears no relationship 
to the actual use and far ex­ 
ceeds the parking needs of out­ 
door nurseries,” says Jack 
Lam, community development 
director. 
“Outdoor nurseries,” Lam 
continues, “ often contain 
sizeable areas utilized for 
storage and for the propagation 
of plants. These areas are not 
normally utilised for retail 
sales. However, it is possible 
for operators to sell materials 
from any portion of a hot house 
used for plant propagation, or 
surplus and materials directly 
from storage 
“Some cities, do have provi­ 
sions which speak to the 
problems of site versus sales 
area where outdoor sales area 
is substantial and differs from 
the standard square footage 
requirements of indoor retail 
sales patronage demands,” 
says the community develop­ 
ment director. 
Lam said his department has 
made a thorough review of such 
provisions in nine different 
cities and came up with a 
“ midway point” from which to 
proceed. 
This, be added, breaks down 
as follows: One space for each 
1,000 square feet of site area for 
the first 10,000 square feet, and 
then one space for each 5,000 
square feet thereafter and (me 
space for each 250 square feet 
of gross floor area. 
“ In any event, no such site 
shall have fewer than seven 
{daces plus one space per vehi­ 
cle to be parked on the site 
overnight,” Lam’s department 
recommendation says 
The second subject of the 
proposed ordinance change 
ils 


and K Street and will be funded 
by the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 
In reviewing the project, 
Lam says, the staff has found 
that the proposal provides only 
16 offstreet parking spaces for 
th occupants, while the existing 
ordinance requires 1.5 spaces 
for each one-bedroom unit, 
making a total of 36 spaces 
necessary. 
The Housing Authority 
pointed out, however, that in as­ 
sisted housing units for elderly 
and handicapped persons, “ the 


potential for ownership of 
automobiles is often times vir­ 
tually eliminated by the age and 
financial characteristics as 
well as potential physical 
characteristics .of the oc­ 
cupants.” 
Again the Community 
Development Department 
checked into other situations 
and fonnd that for most 
developments between 50 and 
100 units, parking lot require­ 
ments ranged from a half space 
per one-bedroom unit to one 
space per one-bedroom unit.

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Ford begins drawing plan 
for debates, fall campaign

VAIL, Colo. (UPI) - Presi- 
dent Ford begins to map his fall 
campaign this week, including 
what White House sources said 
was four nationally televiseu 
debates with Jimmy Carter. 
The President spent the 
weekend playing golf and tennis 
and, according to Press Secre­ 
tary Ron Nessen, plans to “take 
it easy for one more day.” 
That decision drew criticism 
from his running mate, Sen. 
Robert Dole, R-Kan. In a Time 
magazine interview, Dole said 
of the President, “with eight 
weeks to go, he has to be very 
aggressive. I don’t know how 
you can do much else but go to 
Georgia the first day after the 


convention and work your way 
up. With him going to Vail for a 
week — that’s 15 per cent dowri 
the drain.” 
“It’s going to be a very 
productive week,” Nessen re­ 
sponded. “Wait ‘til you see who 
is on the schedule.” 
Two campaign deputies, 
Stuart Spencer and James 
Baker, were arriving. Ford’s 
campaign chairman, Rogers 
C.B. Morton, was already in 
Vail. 
Sources said during the week, 
Ford would be beefing up his 
campaign team, probably ele­ 
vating Baker to a more impor­ 
tant role. Morton will stay on, 
they said. 


Dole saw the campaign group 
as a problem. “I haven’t met a 
person in the campaign yet that 
has a broad view,” he told 
Time. “Jerry Ford is a very de­ 
cent, honest, open President. 
He just isn’t the type of guy to 
go around knocking heads 
together. But the President’s 
got to do it ... 
“I don’t know what Rog 
Morton wants to do. But there 
is some talk of John Connally 
coming in and Jim Lynn’s name 
has been tossed about. There’s 
also been some talk about some 
of the Reagan people. I know 
Ford wouldn’t want to offend 
anyone, but he doesn’t want to 
lose the election either.” 
Congress faces problem 
of solving postal woes 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gress returned today from the 
heady atmosphere of presiden­ 
tial politics — or, in the case of 
Democrats, from vacation — to 
face a more down-to-earth 
problem: how to make the 
country's postal system work 
properly. 
That was the first issue fac­ 
ing the Senate following the 
congressional recess for the 
Republican national conven­ 
tion. The House was working on 
bills dealing with the District of 
Columbia and control of toxic 
substances. 
The Postal Service, set up in 
1971 as a semiautonomous, sub­ 
sidized business, is working its 
way up to a 94.5 billion deficit 
while cutting service. 
Same day delivery in down­ 
town areas has been dropped. 
Local mail has been mixed with 
area mail, slowing it down. 
Collections from comer mail­ 
boxes have been limited. Door- 


to-door sendee is absent in 
newly built-up areas. Many air 
taxi routes have been dropped. 
The postal budget is not part 
of the overall federal budget 
which Congress annually ap­ 
proves. The service operates on 
its own budget and survives 
through authority to borrow 
money from the Treasury. 
“If it were truly a business, 
the United States Postal Ser­ 
vice would be bankrupt,” says a 
Senate report. 
A bill before the Senate would 
tide the service over with 91 
billion in additional subsidies 
between now and September 
1977. would prohibit further ser­ 
vice cuts and set up a 12- 
member commission to figure 
out a long-range solution by 
Feb. 15. 1977 
Sen. Ernest F. Hollings, D- 
S.C.. is trying to get the Senate 
to go further. 
Hollings proposed a sub­ 
stitute which, in addition to the 


91 billion subsidy, would put the 
Postal Service back under the 
federal budget and congression­ 
al control, would abolish the 
Board of Governors that super­ 
vises the Postal Service and 
would have the Postmaster 
General appointed by the Presi­ 
dent. 
The House has passed a bill 
similar to the one Hollings 
proposed. 


Congress has 27 days to deal 
with a lot of pending legislation 
if it is to meet its goal to 
adjourn for the year Oct. 2. 
Some mandatory measures 
such as appropriations and set­ 
ting the 1977 budget will be pas­ 
sed. 
Several major measures such 
as revenue sharing, food stamp 
reform, estate and gift taxes, 
perhaps an overall tax revision, 
synthetic fuels .and financial 
disclosure are likely to be taken 
up. 
Riot squads fire in S. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG, 
South 
Africa (UPI) — South African 
riot squads opened fire today on 
gangs of club-swinging blacks 
who forced thousands of fellow 
Macks in Soweto township to 
stay away their jobs in Johan­ 
nesburg in a “general strike.” 
At least one black rioter was 
killed by gunfire and uncon­ 
firmed reports said six others 
suffered gunshot wounds. More 
than 2S0 persons have been 
kilted and over 1,200 injured in 
nine weeks of antigovemment 
demonstrations. 


White-owned companies re­ 
ported the three-day strike 
seeking to keep blacks from 
commuting to their jobs in the 
capital was 80 per cent effec­ 
tive. Some bus services were 
suspended, trains canceled and 
isolated stone throwing and 
arson incidents were reported 
from the segregated township, 
18 mites south of Johannesburg. 


Police said the situation was 
‘‘unpredictable.” as the violen­ 
ce. which had engulfed African 
townships in the Southern 
coastal cities erf Cape Town and 


Port Elizabeth last week, 
returned to Johannesburg. Stu­ 
dent-led riots began here June 
18 and police reported 178 
persons were killed in that first 
explosion of violence, aimed at 
ending the compulsory use of 
Afrikaans in schools. The 
government since has yielded 
on the language issue 
A weekend leaflet campaign, 
organized by the banned and 
militant African National Con­ 
gress according to police, 
warned workers who went to 
their jobs their homes would be 
burned down “within days.” 
Taxi stands were deserted. One 
cab driver said a leaflet in his 
mail box “threatened that my 
car would be smashed and my 
home burned down if I did not 
obey ” 
Soweto, a sprawling suburb of 
tin-roofed houses and about 1 
million inhabitants, supplies 
some 250,000 black workers to 
Johannesburg» industrial com­ 
plex. the largest in the country 
The leaflets said the campaign 
should “cripple industry.” 
Brig. D.J 
Kriel, deputy 
police commissioner in charge 


of nationwide riot control, said 
police fired on three occasions 
into “gangs of intimida tors.” 
He said he knew of no other 
casualties apart from one dead. 
Unconfirmed reports said six 
others were wounded 
The incidents occurred main­ 
ly around the large communica­ 
tions terminal at Orlando in 
Soweto. 
White employers reported 
about an 80 per cent absentee­ 
ism among black workers, 
yielding to a weekend leaflet 
campaign in the township that 
urged a three-day strike begin 
ning today “to cripple indus­ 
try." 


Police said the situation was 
“tense and confused” in the 
area, about 15 miles southwest 
of Johannesburg. 


A police officer commanding 
operations there, Brig. S. 
Leroux, said his forces intended 
to take a “hardline” against 
roaming gangs of blacks armed 
with wooden truncheons who 
were operating at several com­ 
muter points to enforce the 
work boycott. 
Calamities: not end of world

The death toll from the wave 
of earthquakes, volcanic erup­ 
tions and other natural calami­ 
ties around earth this year is 
the highest since 1970, but 
scientists don’t think it is a 
signal the end of the world is 
near.

deaths from quakes in Peru and 
Turkey in 1970.

future production of the B1 
bomber, Rockwell Corp., the 
aircraft’s maker, is asking all 
of its 119,000 workers who hack 
the project to write their con­ 
gressmen expressing their sup­ 
port. 
House and Senate conferees 
are expected to be selected to­ 
day to work out differences in 
legislation regarding the $100 
million plane, designed to 
replace the 25-year old BS2 as 
the main bomber In the U.S. 
military arsenal. 
But there is a major dif­ 
ference to be reconciled. 
The Senate has voted to sus­ 
pend the B1 production decision 
until after the January in­ 
auguration of the next presi­ 
dent The House has decided to 
begin building this fall. 
The effort to garner support 
for the fall production under­ 
lines Rockwell's extensive lob­ 
bying effort. The Air Force 
wants 244 of the new bombers, 
and money for the production of 
the first eight Bis Is already in 
this year's Pentagon budget. 
Rockwell's president, Robert 
B. Anderson, asked all em­ 
ployes to write, saying: “I 
strongly believe that Congress 
during this debate should bear 
from all the people, not just 
those who would weaken our 
defenses by scrapping the Bl.

Plush hotel suffers 
from disease, story

Chowchilla honors hero 
school bus driver Ray 


CHOWCHILLA, Calif. (UPI) 
— Ed Ray couldn’t even finish 
his lunch at the Mg barbecue in 
his honor. 
The townspeople kept step­ 
ping up to him, slapping him on 
the hack and saying: “Thank 
you,” “Good going,” “Con­ 
gratulations.” 
And, as a humble hero, he 
took time out to acknowledge 
each accolade as he sat at his 
taMe in the Madera County 
Fairgrounds. His roast beef and 
beans got cold. 
It w as “ Ed R ay and 
Children’s Day.” 
The celebration, which 
included a parade down the 
main street of this small San 
Joaquin County farm com­ 
m u n ity and an aw ards 
ceremony, was to honor bus 
driver Ray who safely led 26 
children from an underground 
prison in which they had been 
placed by kidnapers. 
On July 15 they were ab­ 
ducted as Ray, 55, drove them 
home in his Dairyland School 
District bus after a rammer 
session. They were placed in41 
buried van in Livermore, 100 
miles north of here. 


There were three suspects in 
custody, and their case will be 
presented to the Madera County 
Grand Jdry this week. There 
could be indictments by Wed­ 
nesday. 
“It’s different than anything 
that’s happened to me before,” 
the soft-spoken veteran bus 
driver said after the festivities. 
“I didn’t really know how to 
react to all the attention, hut it 
sure felt good.” 
Some 5,000 persons paid 91 
each for the barbecue which 
consisted of roast beef, beans, 
peach halves and tortilla chips. 
“We know it would have 
ended differently If Ed had not 
been with the kids,” the father 
of one victim said. “I guess we 
can thank God and Ed for their 
safe return.” 
Ray was given nine awards 
and citations during an hour- 
long awards ceremony. And 
there was thundering applause 
after each presentation. 
Twenty-four of the children, 
who ranged in age from five to 
14, were on the speakers’ stand 
with Ray. The other two 
children were away on vaca­ 
tion. 


PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - 
The Bellevue Stratford is one of 
the city’s fanciest hotels. But 
these days, its lobby is virtually 
deserted and its dining room 
nearly empty at meal times. It, 
too, is a victim of “Legion­ 
naire’s Disease.” 
But Pennsylvania’s governor, 
Milton Shapp, said he wasn’t 
afraid and that he intended to 
prove it today — by eating and 
sleeping at the Bellevue Strat­ 
ford. 
The malady killed 26 persons 
and made 147 others ill. All 173 
victims, participants in a state 
American Legion convention 
last month, either stayed over­ 
night or attended events at the 
hotel. 
The Bellevue Stratford was 
the convention’s headquarters. 
No one ever proved anything, 
but word went around that the 
hotel wa? being investigated as 
a source of the ailment. That 
was enough to send the 
Bellevue Stratford’s business 
plummeting. 
Several baseball teams and 
conventions have canceled 
reservations at the Bellevue 
Stratford and other downtown 


hotels. Tourism is off as a 
result of the illness, dty of­ 
ficials said. 
A spokesman for the Miami 
Beach, Fla., Tourist Develop­ 
ment Authority confirmed that 
seven conventions had switched 
their rites from Philadelphia to 
Miami Beach. 
In Seattle, where the Ameri­ 
can Legion is holding its 
national convention, Pennsyl­ 
vania Legionnaires complained 
of being avoided and looked 
upon with suspicion. 
Michael McLaughlin, Shapp’s 
press secretary, said the gover­ 
nor would stay at the hotel “to 
display his own confidence in 
the Bellevue.” 
“He personally has confi­ 
dence in that hotel and in every 
other hotel in Philadelphia.” 
A spokesman for the National 
Institute of Occupational Safety 
and Health said Saturday the 
Bellevue Stratford had been 
“discounted ... at least from a 
toxic chemical standpoint.” 
City inspectors uncovered 19 
plumbing violations at the 
Bellevue Stratford last week 
Mit officials said there was no 
evidence the violations caused 
the illness.

Soviet rocket returns 
with samples from moon 


MOSCOW (UPI) - Soviet 
scientists guided a robot rocket 
carrying lunar samples to a 
successful landing in Siberia 
Sunday after a three-day 
journey from the moon. Tass 
announced today. 
A six-foot core of soil and 
rock contained in a sealed box 
aboard the Luna 21 rocket was 
the first lunar soil to reach the 
Soviet Union since the Luna 20 
mission in February, 1971 The 
last Soviet rock-gaih«rm* mis­ 
sion failed when Luna 23 
crashed into the moon's sur­ 
face. 
Tass, the official Soviet news 
agency, described the Luna 24 
mission as ”a new success for 
Soviet science and technology 


in exploration of the moon.” 
It was the eighth Soviet moon 
landing. The Soviets have never 
put men on the moon — in con­ 
trast to the six American- 
manned missions — saying they 
think robot exploration is 
cheap«- and safer. 


But the two Soviet cos­ 
monauts today spent their 48th 
day in earth orbit aboard the 
Salyut 5 space station. Western 
experts believe they are seek­ 
ing to break the 65-day Soviet 
record for a stay in space and 
possiMy the American record 
of 84 days. 
Luna 24 was launched Aug. 9 
and soft-landed on the moon’s 
Sea of Crises nine days later.

The story of the concerted ef- 
fot of the Santa Ynez com­ 
munity to privide itself with 
wastewater treatment facilities 
began nearly five years ago and 
following what seemingly have 
been endless meetings, submis­ 
sion of voluminous engineering 
data and the expenditure of 
thousands upon thousands of 
dollars, the question remains as 
to when the final chapter w ill be 
written. 
According to a chronology of 
events associated with the 
Santa Ynez Community Ser­ 
vices District clean water grant 
funded project prepared by 
Jackie C hiapella, d istrict 
secretary, the scenario began 
in November of 1971 with the 
formation of the SYCSD “ to at­ 
tempt to correct a health 
hazard verified by Santa Bar­ 
bara County Health Dept., prior 
to October, 1970." 
In the following May, the dis­ 
trict submitted a preliminary 
filing for federal assistance 
with the project through the 
State Water Resources Control 
Board and in September of 1972 
it sent a preliminary design 
study and project report, in­ 
cluding a one page E IR , to the 
SWRCB. A month later Don 
Hodge was assigned as the first 
project evaluator. 
In January of 1963 an initial 
bond election of the district 
failed 118-100, with a two-thirds 
majority needed for passage. 
In March of 1973, the Santa 
Ynez Valley Union High School 
District indicated to the district 
its willingness to participate in 
the project to eliminate the 
school’s problem of disposal. 
A second bond election was 
held Sept. 11, 1973. This, too, 
failed by a count of 143 yes to 
122 no. 
In January 1974 the county 
board of supervisors, upon 
recommendation of the county 
health department, Initiated a 
building bam within the SYCSD, 
The health department pointed 
to well pollution and existing 
disposal system failures and is­ 
sued a certificate of an existing 
health hazard in the town. 
The building moratorium was 
extended by the supervisors in 
January of 1974 until comple­ 
tion of sanitary sewer system. 


In the same month, the dis­ 
trict learned, after much cor­ 
respondence and appearances 
by district counsel that the 
SW R C B had changed the 
project from an “ F " to a “ B ” 
classification as a 1974-75 
project. 


A third 3500.000 bond election 
won the approval of district 
voters 170 to 106 June 4, 1974. 


Later that month serious 
negotiations on board commit­ 
tee level began between the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District and the SYCSD 
on the proposal to carry 
wastewater from Santa Ynez 
via an interceptor and a deep 
river crossing for treatement in 
SM ID’s sanitary plant 


In the meantime, district 
directors held what was to be 
th eir last m eeting w ith 
Evaluator Hodge regarding 
Step 1 grand funding and 
procedure for project approval. 


A month later Bob Hodam 
was assigned as project 
evaluator. 


In November of 1975, the 
Santa Ynez District received a

District officials agree it has 
been a long. tedious and costly 
project with the district having 
spent thus far more than 175,000 
in engineering fees.

LOS A N G ELES (U P I) - 
Ronald Reagan says he w ill do 
what he can to help elect Presi­ 
dent Ford but at the same time 
plans no let up in his role as an 
outspoken national conscience 
of conservatism. 
In an interview aboard the 
final flight of his campaign air­ 
liner, Reagan, who lost the 
Republican presidential nomi­ 
nation by 117 votes, made clear 
he would keep conservative 
pressure on Ford. 
" I’m going to do everything I 
can to see that (philosophy) 
stays together in order to be an 
influence for the things we 
believe in," he said. 


This includes returning to his 
daily radio broadcasts and to 
the speech-making circuit. At 
the convention, he said he 


would resume his syndicated 
newspaper column but later 
said he hadn't decided. 
In his first class cabin seat, a 
fam iliar jar of jelly beans at his 
side. Reagan seemed to accept 
the hard-fought loss, but his 
voice had a flat note, betraying 
anger down deep. 
During the convention at 
Kansas City, as he scratched to 
pry loose delegates and as he 
sought to quell talk of a possible 
Ford-Reagan ticket, the former 
California governor said the 
two had “ fundamental dif­ 
ferences. ” He urged his sup­ 
porters to press ahead with 
“The Cause ” 
Even before Ford won, 
Reagan promised to support the 
ticket if he lost Afterward, he

WASHINGTON (U P I) - For 
the first time since 1960, two 
major presidential candidates 
plan to hold a series of debates 
on television and for the first 
time ever, one of the partici­ 
pants w ill be the president of 
the United States. 
The debates — four are ex­ 
pected — will be sponsored by 
the League of Women Voters 
and will begin Sept. 28 in St. 
Louis. 
White House sources said 
Sunday that Ford picked his as­ 
sistant, Michael Duval, to 
represent him in the debate 
negotiations while Democrat 
Jim m y Carter tapped his press 
secretary, Jody Powell, as in­ 
termediary. 
In the interim, each side is at­ 
tempting to prepare the public 
for the impact. 
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“ It ’s pretty obvious that 
much of President Ford’s 
career was in the House, 
debating on the floor,” said 
Barry Jagoda, Carter’s televi­ 
sion adviser. "H e’s very ex­ 
perienced. That does not apply 
to the governor. We don’t go 
into this debate as a favorite.” 
Aides said Carter, who is not 
a lawyer like Ford, seemed less 
at ease in primary debates with 
other Democrats than he did in 
prepared speeches 
In Vail, Colo., where Ford is 
vacationing, 
some advisers 
suggested that the President 
might have trouble with the 
telegenic Carter. That factor 
helped John Kennedy against 
Richard Nixon in their 1960 
debates. 
“ Debates present the candi­ 
dates with a mass media 
problem ," said Princeton 
professor Richard Harrison 
"You don’t know what the 
audience is looking for. 
“ Maybe today people are 
looking for someone with the 
image of a Baptist preacher 
rather than the image of an ef­ 
ficient executive. The thing is a 
great risk. Nixon went into the 
1960 debate leading and came 
out trailing.”

Carter with a unified GOP. 
But the question persisted, 
how hard would he work for 
Ford either in California — a 
key state — or elsewhere? 
" I w ill have one problem: 
I ’ve got to go back to making a 
living,” said Reagan, a mil­ 
lionaire. “ It’s going to be con­ 
tingent on that. I will do what I 
can.” 
In an informal post mortem, 
Reagan said if he had it to do 
over again, he would have cam­ 
paigned less in California and 
hit Ohio harder for the June 8 
primary both shared. As it was, 
he all but wrote off Ohio with a 
skimpy last-minute run. 
From hindsight, Reagan said, 
“ I believe that four or five days 
of campaigning — no more than 
that — in Ohio would have 
carried Ohio. As it was, we only 
went in there for one day and 
came out with 45 per cent of the 
votes.” 
On the basis of early Califor­ 
nia public opinion polls, Reagan 
said his campaign organization 
decided to lock in hard on his 
home state with its big bloc of 
167 delegates. But polls later 
tipped in his favor and he ul­ 
timately blitzed Ford almost 2- 
1. 
Still, he said, it was too late to 
unlock the campaign machi­ 
nery and swing it into Ohio for 
an intensive drive. At the con­ 
vention. Ohio gave Ford 91 
votes and Reagan 6. 
Reagan said he went into the 
convention confident he would 
win, but failed to fully an­ 
ticipate the pressure he said 
was put on New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania dele­ 
gates by what he called the 
"machine politics” of the op­ 
position. 
“ It’s one thing for a fellow in 
his home town to get a 
telephone call from his state 
chairman or whatever and be 
able to say. I’m for Reagan or 
I’m leaning for Reagan or I ’m 
uncommitted. 
“ But suddenly, what we 
hadn’t anticipated, but there 
they were literally entrapped 
with the pressure of their peers 
all around them, far from theii 
homes and with all the force of 
the Establishment in there 
beating on them.” 


Steel price 


hike to have 


effect in '77 
PITTSBURGH (U P I) - Hie 
price of cars and home ap­ 
pliances likely w ill go up in 1977 
because of a 10.5 per cent in­ 
crease this year in the price of 
steel. 
How much? They’re not sure, 
but manufacturers say the 
costs w ill be passed on to con­ 
sumers. 
“ We w ill have to pass these 
costs on,” said one manufac­ 
turer. “ Certainly, it w ill have 
to impact prices.” 
Steel companies last week an­ 
nounced 4.5 per cent price in­ 
creases, bringing the total in­ 
crease in steel prices since Jan. 
1 to more than 10 per cent. 
“ There’s a lot of steel in 
every car we make, so it has to 
increase prices beyond what we 
expected,” said Chrysler Corp. 
Vice President R.K. Brown. 
Before last week’s increases, 
automakers had announced a 6 
per cent increase in the price of 
1977 models. 
Brown warned the percen­ 
tage could climb after Oct. 1, 
the effective date of the new 
steel increases. 
“ That’s not a cost we an­ 
ticipated when we guaranteed 
dealers that a price increase in 
1977 models would be no higher 
than 6 per cent," he said. 
"What is this? The third price 
increase this year?” 
A financial observer has 
warned another increase in 
auto prices "could knock next 
year’s auto sales for a loop.” 
A spokesman for General 
Electric, maker of several lines 
of home appliances, said the 
company is not sure how to 
react.

Stifling heat and hot, dry 
winds fanned forest fires in 
Minnesota and sent hundreds of 
thousands of persons to the 
beaches in the Plains and 
southern New England Sunday. 
Firefighters battled an out­ 
break of forest and peat bog 
fires fed by windy weather in 
parched areas of northern and 
central Minnesota Sunday. 
A fire on the Gunflint Trail 
burned about 850 acres of 
timber and grass and a blaze in 
the area of Buckman, Minn., 
burned 2,000 to 3,000 acres. 


Another fire burned over 700 
acres of peat bog near Nimrod, 
Minn. 


Two oth er fire s w ere 
reported near Long Prairie and 
Long Siding, Minn., but were 
quickly controlled. 
Firefighters from Michigan, 


Wisconsin, Missouri, Oregon 
and Washington state helped 
battle the blaze at Gunflint 
Trail, where flames forced the 
evacuation of scores of cam­ 
pers. 
The fire in the Buckman area 
east of Little Falls, Minn., 
started as a minor peat fire ear­ 
ly this month but winds fanned 
it into a major blaze. 
Hot, muggy weather en­ 
veloped much of the Midwest, 
shooting temperatures into the 
90s and as high as 100 degrees at 
H ill City, Kan. 
The mercury soared to a 
record 97 degrees at Providen­ 
ce. R .I., and also to 96 at 
Brunswick, Maine. Tempera­ 
tures were at or near 90 in 
much of northern Maine and 
Caribou, Maine, reported re­ 
cord 91-degree heat. The mer­ 
cury hit a record, 92 degrees at 
Alpena, Mich.

750,000 stranded by 
bus strike in L;A. 


LOS AN GELES (U P I) - 
D rivers and m echanics 
struck the Southern Califor­ 
nia Rapid Transit District 
today forcing more than 
750,000 stranded bus pas­ 
sengers into the streets in 
search for another way ,to 
work 
Bargaining talks between 
the United Transportation 
Union and RTD manage­ 
ment reached an impasse 
just before the midnight 
deadline and the strike was 
called. Pickets were set up 
immediately at all district 
yards and the RTD’s Main 
Street headquarters. 
The Amalgamated Transit 
Union, which represents 
about 1,000 m echanics, 
joined the 5,000 striking 
drivers when their discus­ 
sions with management also 
broke off. 
UTU negotiators said their 
latest proposal, turned down 
just before the strike was 
called, asked for a 22 per 
cent wage and benefit in­ 
crease over a three year 
contract period. 
“ This is the third strike 


against the RTD in less than 
fiv e y e a rs ,” a U T U 
spokesm an said. "T h e 
United Transportation Union 
feels that this is a reflection 
of the type of management 
running the district. 
“ They ■have no concern for 
the 
p u b lic 
or 
th e ir 
employes.” 
A strike of drivers and 
mechanics two years ago 
lasted 65 days and shut down 
p u b lic 
tran sp o rtatio n 
throughout most of Los 
Angeles, Orange, San Ber­ 
nardino and Riverside coun­ 
ties. 
The spokesm an said 
negotiators sat down “ four 
hours before the strike 
deadline and at 9:30 p.m. 
(PD T) the UTU made a fair 
proposal to the RTD. We did 
not get any response from 
the district. 
"Shortly before midnight, 
RTD General Manager Jack 
Gilstrap produced a letter 
dated Aug. 21 asking for 
binding arbitration. That 
indicates the RTD had no in­ 
tention of seriously averting 
the strike.” 


BEIR U T , Lebanon (U P I) - 
Two U.S. diplomats have in­ 
itiated official American con­ 
tact with Christian leaders in 
Lebanon for the first time since 
the assassination of the U.S. 
presidential envoy two months 
ago. 
On the warfront, Christians 
closed in on the northern port of 
T rip o li am id in ten sified 
fighting. 
The U.S. envoys, Robert 
Houghton and David Mach, met 
with President-elect Elias Sar­ 
kis for more than an hour Sun­ 
day in the Christian-held 
"capital” of Jounieh, 12 miles 
north of Beirut. 
They scheduled a meeting to­ 
day with Christian President 
Suleiman Franjieh. 
It was the first o fficial 
American contact with rightist 
leaders since U.S. Presidential 
envoy Francis Meloy Jr. was 
kidnaped and killed June 16 
while driving through the "no 
man’s land” dividing east and 
west Beirut en route to his first 
meeting with Sarkis. 
Since then, members of the 
U.S. embassy in the Moslem- 
held quarter of Beirut have 
avoided crossing the city’s 
religious confrontation lines to 
meet with Christian leaders. 
Lebanese political sources 


said the fact the Americans 
met first with Sarkis, who as­ 
sumes office Sept. 23, was wide­ 
ly interpreted to indicate the 
United States prefers the 
president-elect, a moderate, to 
the militant Franjieh. 
After the meeting Houghton 
told reporters, "W e have come 
with no quick peace plan or 
easy solution for Lebanon. We 
have come prim arily for an ex­ 
change of views.” 
Reports from the northern 
front said fierce fighting raged 
between Christian militiamen 
advancing on Tripoli from the 
eastern mountains and the 
city’s leftist and Palestinian 
defenders. 
A rightist broadcast said the 
Christians, led by the presi­ 
dent’s son Tony Franjieh, had 
made "substantial advances.” 
Leftist sources denied the 
claim but conceded there was 
heavy fighting on the city’s out­ 
skirts. 
Most reports put Franjieh’s 
“ Marada brigade” still at least 
three miles from the city’s 
gates. JBut a rightist source said 
the drive was aimed "at clamp­ 
ing a true siege on Tripoli.” 
Heavy fighting also was 
reported in Beirut’s southern 
suburb of Chiah, where leftist 
guerrillas said they had opened 


"a m ajor o ffen sive" and 
"inflicted heavy losses" on 
rightist positions in the neigh­ 
boring Christian-controlled 
town of Ain Rumanneh. 
C hristian m ilitary com­ 
muniques denied any leftist 
gains in the area. 


Treatments to end 
for Mrs. Ford 


VAIL, Colo. (U P I) - The 
breast cancer treatments Betty 
Ford has been taking for the 
past two years w ill end in Oc­ 
tober, her doctor said Sunday. 


William Lukash, the White 
House physician, said there has 
been no recurrence of cancer 
and so doctors w ill wind up the 
chemotherapy the First Lady 
has undergone since her breast 
cancer surgery on Sept. 28, 
1974. 


Mrs. Ford learned she had 
cancer a little more than a 
month after President Ford 
took office. She had her right 
breast removed in an operation 
at Bethesda Neval Hospital. 


However, Mrs. Ford has been 
showing the effects of a severe 
flareup of a chronic osteoarth- 
ritic neck ailment since she 
arrived in Vail last Friday. 


Commands given Viking II 
for Sept. 3 landing 


PASADENA, Calif. (U P I) - 
Commands were shot across 
more than 225 million miles of 
space today to Viking 2 for its 
Sept. 3 landing on a frozen Mar­ 
tian plain called Utopia. 
Viking 2 w ill duplicate the 
life-seeking experiments of its 
sister ship which has been in a 
more southerly area of the red 
planet for 33 Martian days. 
Viking 2 w ill have less time 
for the first sequence of experi­ 
ments. The corona of the sun, 
the outer lay«- of gases, will 
come between the planets about 
mid November and stop com­ 
munications between Earth and 
Mars. 
Project scientists said some 
of the communications have 
already shown "degrading” as 
the sun approaches conjunction 
between the planets. 
The computer commands 
beamed to Viking 2 today are 
for its separation from the or- 
biter ami its touchdown. The or- 
biter w ill continue to circle and 
photograph the planet. 
An orbit trim to put the 
spacecraft in the correct posi­ 
tion over its landing site is 
scheduled for Wednesday. On 
Friday, Sept. 3, on command 
from the stored data, the lander 
w ill fire a quick rocket burst 
and move slowly away from the 
orbiter, coast across the red 
skyline of Mars and use a 
parachute and retro rockets to 
land. 
Mission control scientists to­ 
day began the more than five- 
hour process of loading Viking’s 
two computers — one of them a 
backup — with the data needed 
for the operation. 
Six computer "loads” were to 
be beamed to the spacecraft, 
each one read back by the Vik­ 
ing computer for confirmation 


before the next one is sent. 
Viking I, halfway around the 
planet from the landing site of 
Viking 2, continued its tests of a 
small bit of Martian soil in 
three biology experiments.

THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF LOMPOC DOES ORDAIN 
AS FOLLOWS: 


SECTION 1. Section 8853 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
Section 8863. General Provisions 


(a) The following general 
provisions shall apply to all off- 
street parking and loading of all 
uses and structures within the City. 


(b) Where the parking require­ 
ment for a use is not specifically 
defined, the parking requirements 
shall be determined by the com­ 
munity development director and 
such determination shall be based 
upon the requirement for the most 
comparable use specified herein. 


(c) When in the process of 
determining the number of required 
off-street parking and loading 
spaces in accordance with the 
provisions of Section 8861 there oc­ 
curs a fraction of a space, any frac­ 
tion less than .5 shall be dropped, 
but any fraction of .5 or greater 
shall be deemed a requirement for 
me addition space. 


(d) Except as provided in Sec­ 
tion 88«, all off-street parking 
spaces for all office and commer­ 
cial uses shall be located upon the 
same zoning lot as for use of which 
such parking is provided, or if ap­ 
proved by the community develop­ 
ment director, within 300 feet from 
the boundary thereof. 


(e) Whenever any building or 
structure is enlarged or increased 
in capacity by adding floor area, 
seats or other measurable unit 
thereto, or at such time as a dif­ 
ferent usage is applied thereto 
which usage requires more parking 
spaces as required in Section 8851, 
then, and at that time, the parking 
requirement of Section 8861 shall be 
redetermined and such new and ad­ 
ditional parking and loading 
requirements shall apply thereto. 


(f) The planning commission 
shall determine the acceptability of 
valet parking for commercial uses 
in fulfilling the requirements of 
these regulations 
(g) Tandem parking spaces will 
not be acceptable as required 
spaces for residential uses. A 
tandem parking space is a parking 
space so located that it is necessary 
to move one or more other vehicles 
in order to allow the vehicle oc­ 
cupying the tandem space to gain 
access to or from said space. 
(h) The required parking or 
loading area shall not be used for 
the storage of goods or for the 
storage of vehicles that are in­ 
operable or for sate or rent. 


This ordinance shall 
take effect at 12:01 a.m. on the 31st

Rocky and Reagan 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) - 
The Republicans have left their 
national convention with Nelson 
Rockefeller and Ronald Rea­ 
gan, the two former governors 
from opposite sides of the 
country and opposite wings of 
the party, out in the cold. 
Rockefeller still is vice presi­ 
dent and head of the moderate 
Eastern establishment, and 
Reagan still is the darling of the 
conservatives. Rockefeller has 
tried to pull the Republican 
Party to the left since he was 
elected governor of New York 
in 1958. When he was elected 
governor of California in 1966, 
Reagan inherited leadership of 
the right wing of the party from 
Barry Goldwater. 
Rockefeller, 66 and Reagan, 
65, now must fade from the 
scene. Except in the eyes of 
their most diehard backers, 
both will be too old to run for 
president in 1960. 
The convention showed there 
are plenty of people to take 
Reagan’s place — Sens.

Democrats spend 
to get voters 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Rep. Andrew Young, D-Ga., a 
civil rights activist of the 1980s, 
says the Democratic party is 
conducting a $1 million drive to 
register about 2 million voters 
from poor people who “have got 
plenty that they want to vote 
against in Washington.” 
Democratic nominee Jimmy 
Carter, who began a two-day 
western campaign swing Sun­ 
day night, said this is the par­ 
ty’s first major registration 
push since John Kennedy’s 1960 
campaign. 
He said he and singer John 
Denver have discussed eight 
concert dates “ spaced and 
located to raise money for the 
voter registration effort but 
also to help key candidates who 
need special assistance.” 
Democratic National Chair­ 
man Robert S. Strauss said the 
project will be “the best since 
I960“ and will be especially ac­ 
tive in California and Texas, 
where voters can register by 
mail. 
“We re talking about 1-Vfc to 2 
million voters,” said Strauss, 
who put the cost at $1 million or 
more “depending on how much 
we can raise.” 
Young, one of C arter’s 
earliest blade supporters, said 
when Carter was governor he 
deputized every high school 
principal in the state as a 
registrar and set up a registra­ 
tion office in every 
bank.

“We made registration easy 
in Georgia under his leadership 
and that’s what we’re trying to 
,do across the nation,” said 
Young 
“When you get everybody in 
the political system. Democra­ 
cy works. When you get all poor 
people or a lot of poor people 
out of the political system — 
regardless of their color — rich 
people tend to dominate it and 
that's what happened for a long 
time in this country.” 
Young said the voter registra­ 
tion drive could increase voter 
turnout Nov. 2 and that the poor 
voters such as those in his 
heavily black downtown 
Atlanta district, will 'show a 
heavily anti-Ford vote. 


‘I think we’re going to in- 
turnout automatically 
because of the last eight years. 
It’s always good to run again« 
something and I don’t know that 
Governor Carter has to,” said 
Young. “But the people I know 
— even those that don’t know 
him well yet — have got plenty 
that they want to vote against.” 


Earlier this month in Wa­ 
shington, Carter asked enter­ 
tainment executives to en­ 
courage popular musicians, 
such as Denver, to plug voter 
registration by offering 
reduced admission tickets for 
18-to 21-year-olds with valid 
voter registration cards.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson 
Plot to kill 
Kissinger foiled 


WASHINGTON - A reported plot to 
assassinate Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger in Costa Rica six months ago 
was blocked by U.S. and Costa Rican 
authorities four days before it was sup­ 
posed to be carried out. 
We have pieced together the story 
from secret testimony before the Senate 
Internal Security Sub­ 
committee and from 
interviews with Cuban 
exiles and U.S. in­ 
telligence sources. 
A Cuban terrorist 
named Orlando Bosch 
Avila, was reported to 
be gunning for Kis­ 
singer. The attempt on 
the Secretary’s life 
was expected, a c­ 
co rd in g 
to 
un­ 
derground 
reports, 
during his visit to 
Costa Rica last February. 
Shortly before Kissinger’s arrival, 
Bosch slipped into Costa Rica on a false 
passport. But the FBI and Secret Service 
had been alerted. They traced Bosch’s 
movements and notified the Costa Rican 
authorities. The suspected assassin was 
arrested and clapped into a tiny jail cell 
four days before Kissinger got to town. 
The plot to kill Kissinger apparently 
grew out of his overtures to improve 
relations with Cuba’s Fidel Castro back 
in 1972. This reportedly upset an an- 
ti-Castro terrorist band, known as Cuban 
Action, which Bosch headed. 
We reported part of the story two 
years later after a lengthy investigation 
in Miami. In columns on Sept. 1 and Nov. 
12, 1974, we warned that anti-Castro 
terrorists planned an “assassination ... 
against American congressmen and 
businessmen who supported a ... thaw.** 
We noted that Kissinger had been in 
touch with Castro. 
The first hint that Kissinger, himself, 
was one of the targets came later from 
Carlos Rivero Collado, son of the man 
elected to the presidency of Cuba in 1968. 
Rivero was active in the anti-Castro un­ 
derground in Miami’s little Havana. But 
he later redefected to Cuba where he 
gave a fascinating interview. 
“I have known privately since 1972,” 
he said, “ (about) the plan to assassinate 
the U.S. Secretary of State.” He said the 
plot had taken “certain form” by 1973 
and had been “actualized” by 1974. 
Then in a reference to our 1974 
columns, he added: “This fact which, I 
repeat, I’ve known privately, has been 
corroborated by the U.S. journalist Jack 
Anderson.” 
Rivero named Bosch as one of the 18 
anti-Castro leaders who had conspired to 
kill U.S. and other leaders promoting a 
Cuban-American detente. Bosch already 
had been convicted in 1968 of shelling a 
Polish freighter with a bazooka while it 
was moored in Miami. He jumped 
federal parole and fled to Venezuela in 
1974. 
Months later, he was reported to be in 
Curacao, protected by Chilean gunmen. 
He bragged, according to the reports, of 
his “money, friends and protection.” 


Florida’s Dade County Public Safety 
Department, because of the huge Cuban 
population in Miami, has excellent ties 
throughout Latin America. In early 1976, 
the county’s terrorist expert, Lt. Thomas 
Lynch, picked up some electrifying 
news. 
He told the Senate Subcommittee 


about it in secret testimony. “ We 
received information from confidential 
sources,” he swore, “that there was go­ 
ing to be an attempt on the life of 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger ... 
We passed the information on to the FBI, 
and they had also received the informa­ 
tion, and we notified the Secret Service, 
as they have the protective duty for the 
Secretary of State.** 
The plot was linked to Kissinger’s two- 
day stay in Costa Rica, and Bosch was 
picked up and questioned. He was held on 
a false passport charge until Kissinger 
was safely out of the country. 
Bosch later insisted: “My only crime 
was entering the country with a false 
passport.” Certainly, it was never 
proved in court that he hoped to knock 
off Kissinger. He is now at large 
somewhere in Latin America. 
JOHNSON’S JUNKETS: Democratic 
presidential nominee Jimmy Carter 
must have Don Johnson in mind when he 
charges that the Republicans find cushy 
jobs in the bureaucracy for defeated 
GOP legislators. 
Johnson, a former Iowa Congressman, 
was appointed by President Richard Nix­ 
on to head the Veterans Administration. 
But he was forced out of office when he 
proved to be a lackluster leader. So he 
was shuffled over to the Commerce 
Department, where he has been en­ 
sconced as Deputy Assistant Secretary 
for D om estic and Internation al 
Business. 
Johnson has used both his VA and Com­ 
merce posts to travel, mostly back to 
Iowa, where he has kept his political 
fences mended in the hope of once again 
running for office. 
At the Commerce Department alone, 
Johnson has spent at least $7,000 on 
travel, $5,204 in the last year. He always 
goes first class, despite the fact that 
government regulations require coach 
travel for federal employes. The 
enterprising Johnson, however, has a 
ready excuse for his luxury accommoda­ 
tions. 
“I'm a hell of a big man,” he told our 
reporter Barbara Takei. “ I’m six foot 
five and weigh 270 pounds.” Johnson also 
said his bad back forced him to fly in the 
forward compartment. Despite his many 
excursions to his home state, he denied 
having any

The first set is 
devoted to the election of President Ford 
next fall. The second set wishes to 
replace him with Ronald Reagan, who 
until recently was Governor of Califor­ 
nia and, some time before that, a movie 
actor. It is claimed by some — and not 
all of these are Ford supporters — that 
he was not a very good movie actor But 
it is not claimed by anyone that be is less 
than a very good politician because in 
America it is unheard of to challenge an 
incumbent President so successfully as 
to bring on a deadlocked convention a 
week before it meets to do its business. 
“Now the poignant aspect of the whole 
matter is that the polls would appear to 
indicate that forty per cent of the pro- 
Ford people would not vote for the 
Republican Party if it is headed by 
Governor Reagan. And the same polls 
show that, by way of reciprocation, forty 
per cent of the Reagan people would not 
vote for the Republican Party if it is 
headed by President Ford. This would 
appear to mean, if my calculations are 
correct, that the winner in Kansas City 
next week can hope to get sixty per cent 
of twenty-two per cent of the national 
vote in November, that being the size 
the Republican minority. This is Alistair 
Cooke, reporting from New York City.” 
Now this rather genial synoptic treat­ 
ment of the situation within the 
Republican Party actually succeeds in 
making Republicans appear to be a little 
madder than they actually are. there is, 
of course, tension between Brother Ford 
and Brother Reagan, but it isn’t quite 
correct to suggest that they are related 
only in the sense that Cain and Abel were 
related. 
The principal reason for that tension 
which is unorthodox (there is always ten­ 
sion of sorts between competitors — War 
Admiral and Seabiscuit weren’t intimate 
as stablemates) is the view of the 
Reagan people that their man has suf- 
fered critical inconveniences, harass- 
ments, and deprivations, in virtue of the 
simple fact that Gerald Ford is Presi­ 
dent of the United States. But that in­ 
asmuch as Ford came to that Presidency 
as a result of a caprice of Richard Nixon, 
he came by the advantages of in­ 
cumbency illegitimately. 
That he should now deploy those so 
ruthlessly makes the Reagan people 
sore. And when political folk get sore, 
they say they will never vote for the man 
who administered the defeat of their 
man — the analog of the reader who 
regularly cancels his subscription to the, 
magazine that runs a disputing article. 


The Ford people are mad at Reagan 
because they believe that when you have 
a Republican President actually sitting 
in the White House, it is a libertine im­ 
pulse to meditate how exactly he got 
there. Some Ford backers would have» 
worked to renominate John Wilkes Booth 
if it had happened that that former actor 
had become President. They see in 
Reagan, moreover, someone threatening 
to any prospect of the Republican Party 
picking up additional strength outside its 
little enclave of twenty-two per cent of 
the American people. So they too have 
threatened to cancel their subscriptions. 


In fact, it is fair to say that the winner 
will get the votes of the loser’s partisans 
overwhelmingly. Fraternal pique tends 
to, go away under the attrition of 
ideology. And the comfortable notion 
that Jimmy Carter was a reliable con- 


ing to look like Lenin’s Tomb. All of this 
will bring a certain unity to gentle folk of 
Republican disposition. Perhaps not 


enough unity to overcome the lead of Mr. 
Carter: but certainly enough to take care 
of internal resentments.

Beer drinker warning 


We have always relished a nice, cold, 
foamy beer for relaxation after work and 
for this very reason, it is doubtful that 
we will ever travel to the Soviet Union.

happened to the 
devoted beer drinker 
in Russia who wrote a 
letter to the editor 
which was published 
in the Moskovsky 
Komsomoletz new­ 
spaper. 
Not only does the 
quality of the brew leave a lot to be 
desired in Russia. the beer halls and beer 
bars are few and far between, crowded, 
smelly and decorated with unfriendly 
signs, says the beer devotee. 
In his letter be says he found few 
drinking establishments to his liking. 
“ But,” he said, “most of them are just 
dirty bars where you can smell the nasty 
aroma of fish entrails scattered 
everywhere — on tables, on window sills 
and even on the floor" 
The entrails presumably come from 
the salted dried fish and crayfish 
traditionally served with beer in Russia. 
The letter writer, identified only as an 
economist, said: 
“An unimaginable number of people 
manage to crowd into a very small area 
and while you drink the sour and foamy 
liquid, which they call beer, you have 
only one care — to keep your teeth safe 
because in a crowd like that it’s not hard 
to knock them out with a glass of beer.” 
The writer said that the other “strik­ 
ing fact" about Moscow’s beer halls and 
beer bars was the number of signs listing 
what is forbidden.

Real culprit was 
underproduction 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - We talk 
about unemployment and inflation in a 
most curious way, as if we must suffer 
high unemployment to combat inflation. 
Or that to have “full” employment we 
must have intolerable inflation. 
The reverse, however, may be true. 
Much of our inflation today is the result 
of underproduction in 
the past. We could 
have had greater 
production, of course, 
if we had invested 
more capital and put 
more men to work in 
those areas of critical 
shortages — usually 
certain raw materials 
such as petroleum and 
m etals , and in a 
variety of industrial 
materials. 
Again, this would 
not have led to boom and bust, and need 
not in the future if employment is high 
enough. Also, if the return in capital and 
labor is great enough to absorb ex­ 
panding production and provide capital 
for the investment. Money is sorely 
needed for research and purchase of im­ 
proved machinery — the key both to in­ 
creased returns and increasing wages. 
The answer here is not more govern­ 
ment jobs. At best, these are temporary, 
which leaves us with the problem. 
Increased government jobs increase 
government red tape and inefficiencies 
and put a strain on the economy, leading 
to more unemployment. 
Now men and women need jobs and 
there’s no gainsaying this. 
But unless we want the smothering 
social governments in so many 
countries, these jobs must be found in 
private industry. All presidential can­ 
didates — Mr. Ford, Ronald Reagan and 
Jimmy Carter agree on that thesis, 
though Carter waffles at times. 
The problem is that no one knows bow 
to create more jobs in private industry. 
A score of government stimulants have 
been attempted, some with temporary 
success, but overall, they’ve scarcely 
scratched the surface. So we are left 
with theories. 
My own guess is that business doesn’t 
need more tax breaks, or even a con­ 
tinuation of some breaks already given 
industry. Some of these, perhaps all, 
tend to distort investment. Certainly 
business does not need the protective 
hand of the Defense Department, overly 
anxious to make certain none of its 
major suppliers goes broke, however in­ 
efficient and bumbling the firms may be. 
What business needs is freedom from 
60 per cent of the red tape and contradic­ 
tory regulations which make efficient 
operations impossible to operate In two 
many instances. 
Businessmen complain they must deal 
with 20, 30, 40 or SO bureaus and offices in 
crucial problems. In some cases, one 
agency will insist on certain practices 
and procedures. Another will insist on 
other contradictory methods. Companies 
find it impossible, of course, to satisfy 
both. 
A friend, president of a small business 
firm, complains that filling out forms, 
attending meetings and conferences held 
by regulatory agencies and securing in­ 
terpretations of complex rulings takes so 
many of his days, and those of bis senior 
officers, it is impossible to devote the 
necessary time to run the business at a 
profit. 
Even so, the regulations are so all en­ 
compassing and vague that it is, more 
often than not, impossible for a busines­ 
sman to determine whether or not he is 
in violation of some law. It is likely that 
if be calls the government for assistance, 
and the answering official discovers a 
violation, the businessman will be fined 
without a chance to voluntarily come 
into compliance. 
Tax laws are no exception. A research 
company president tells me it is more 
profitable to hire an additional tax 
lawyer than to take on another scientist 
— and science is what the firm is all 
about.

I read with interest the recent letter to 
the editor regarding TelePrompTer and 
Home Box Office (HBO) programming. 
Mr. Engel ha rdt's letter raised some in­ 
teresting points that I would like to res­ 
pond to in hopes of clarifying any confu­ 
sion. 
It is quite likely that the Santa Maria 
City Council is holding out on HBO in 
hopes of receiving the service through an 
open channel. The reason TelePrompTer 
tv did did not recommend 
providing 
HBO on an open channel in the Lompoc 
area is because of the additional charges 
involved. Both installation and monthly 
charges would be higher. By using Chan­ 
nel 2, the service is provided at a sub­ 
stantially lower cost to the consumer. 
Also, the programs that would normally 
be viewed on Channel 2 are redirected 
through other network stations so that 
there are very few programs not shown 
in this area. An example Is Channel 10 
carries some of Channel 2 programs and 
whenever Channels 3 and 7 are listed in 
the TV Guide with duplicate programs, 
then Channel 7 will carry Channel 2 
programs

TelePrompTer is providing only 11 free 
channels to select from instead of 12. 
However, if we are receiving essentially 
the same programs, how can this be a 
reduction In service? 
I feel we are fortunate that the local 
TelePrompTer office was able to provide 
the Lompoc Valley with HBO at a 
minimal cost and still provide the 
customer full network coverage.
